The AGRICULTURAL COUSE YVATION 
PROGRAIT, including the various 
phases which affect agriculture 
in Bannock county, is provided for 
py the Acricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1935. 


The major purposes of the act 
ares 


(1) To conserve national re- 
sources and preventing the waste- 
ful use of soil fertility in the 
‘uterests of 
public. 


(2) To assist in the market- 
ing of commodities for dome stic 
consumption and export. 


(3) To regulate interstate 
and foreign commerce in c rtain 
basic commodities, such as wheat, 
to the extent necessary to. provide 
an orderly and balanced flew of 
such commodities to marlcet. 

(4) To provide, in so far as 
is practical, parity prices tor 
farm commodities, end parity in- 
come to the farmer.

In fulfilling these purposes, there 
are several ramifications to the act. 


First, the program calls for Hat- 
jonal, State and county limitations as 
to allotted acreage on wheat and potat- 

es, in order that these two commodities 
=will not be produced in excess of normal 
“consumptive needs to the constmer and to 
Minsure an adequate return to ihe farmer.

= Second, a limitation has been plac- 
ed on soil depleting types of crops in 
order to maintain soil fertility and not 
-roduce in excess of national needs to 
th: extent that prices will be depress- 
ed, 


Payments are made to farmers for 
not exceeding these allotments anc for 
plantings conserving cros,for, range, in- 
provement practices, and for fertilizer 


applications in order to increase farmers’ 


purchasing pover which is fundamental to 
national. prosperity. Of the farmland in 
Bannock county, 91 per cent is signed 
under the program, and it is estimated 
that this year fully 
will comply.

A phase of the program which pro- 
vides for a more even flow of wheat to 
market is the ‘\/HEAT LOAN PROGRA] , made 
possible through the ereation of the 
Co-modity Credit Corporation. Farmers 
hac the opportunity last year and have 
this year to secure loans on vheat. 
Loans have tended to maintain a more 
even price level. Loans were made in 
1938 in Bannock county on 503,635 bu- 


shels of wheat iith an averace loan valus 


of 50¢ per bushel. Interest in this 
program in 1959 is even greater than 
lasts 


In a further attempt to stabilize 
wheat growers’ income from year to year 
a CRO! INSURADCL PROGRA on wheat has 
been made applicable throughout the 
county. Premiums are paid in wheat or 
cash equivalent, and when unpreventable 
losses occur indemnities will be paid 
from the accumulated premiums. In 1939 
there were 91 farmers in Bannock county 
who insured their wheat crop. Several 
of them received indemnities because of 
drourzht and frost. 


Other phases of the program which 
have apzlied to Bannoc!: coumty, were 


the purchase of surplus wheat and po- 
tatoes under the Federal Surplvs Com- 


modity-Sorporation, These purchases 
helped to relieve the price crisis 
which existed at the time they were 
made. The surplus food was distributed 


to needy persons whose incomes did 
mot permit adequate nourishment. 
Some of the wheat bou:ht by the 
Surplus Commodities Cor >oration 


was exported with federal aid to 
help this nation maintain its fair 


share of the world mar’zet. 


The COUNTY FROGRAI is admir 
istered by a county committee of 
three and ten community committ- 
ees with a membership of 50, 
who also administer the Sugar 
Act passed by Congress in 1957. 
The administration of the act 
is directly representative of 
the farmers since every. Ser Res 
has a vote in electing 41s com 


mitteemen. 


The SUGAR ACT PROVIDES for 
a processing tax which when coll- 
ected returns to the farmer a 
price nearer to parity for sugar 
beets. In 1938 SUGAY Bit 
PxYrIETS TO FARI ERS IN BAMMOCK 
COUUTY AGGREGATED approximately 
“100,000, at a rate of $1.82 
per ton.
